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BRITISH EXPORT TO BRAZIL 
WARTIME YEARS 








Board of Trade accounts intended to give a general view of the 
yolume and value of United Kingdom exports in wartime, and of the 
different trends in the various groups and classes of commodities 
throughout the war, together with a detailed account of exports of par: 
ticular commodities for the years 1942843, and comparable figures for 
1938, the last full pcace-time year, were published by the Stationcry 
Officee They enable the public to get a very adequate idea of how 
pritish export trade has been carried on during the most severe war 
yearse The statistics contain many details of intercst and use for 
manufacturers, especially in the tables of countries to which the 
products of the United Kingdom have bcen scnte It will be remarked 
that Brazil comes well into the picture, but there will be no surpri- 
seat the general decline in exports at the peak of the ware Total 
shipments in 1943 registered 23262 millions of pounds sterling, come 
pared with 470.8 for 1938 Thus the value of exports in 1943 was 
§2% lower than in 1936, but the volume for 1945 was undcr S50 per cent 
of 1938, and for the last quarter of 1943 showed a fall of nearly 
threeequarters. The rise in values gencrally can therefore be calcu- 
lated. In 1943 the average incrcase in value over 1938 was 71 per cent

narepresented well over half our exports to South Amcrica.e Since 
959 they have fallen year by ycar to under half the 1933 figurc, the 
reduction of £3.28 million between 1942 and 1943 being more than the 
total for the continent.
